* | eomsumed in the payment and support of 


the laborers, leaving little or nothing to 
the owners of the land. This was not 
the case during last year, because the 
employes hed raised a considerable por- 
tion of their supplies the preceding year. 
Whenever we begin to use machinery as a 
substitute for manual labor, so that a 
laborer can cultivate three or four times 
as much land as he now does, we will be- 
gin to improve in agriculture and move 
on in wealth. 

We can state it as an axiom that those 
crops are most profitable where there is 
the greatest yield with the least labor and 
expense. 

Thus is the secret of agricultural success 
in all countries. No matter how great the 
value of the arop may be, yet if the ex- 
peuse of cultivating it is greater, there is 
no gain, buta loss. Apply these plain but 
self-evident truths aud then determin® 
what crops are the most profitable. The

A Well Man Selects his Coffin Twelve 
Hours before his Death. 

A few days ago we gave the leading par- 
ticulars of the death of Doc, Simons, a 
sporting man, well known in Memphis, 
who was killed in front of the Collins 
House on the lith inst., by John W. 
Markham,a citizen of the place, Fuller 
details of the affair appear in the last num- 
ber of the Hagle, which says Doc.“ Si- 
mons was astranger here of whom nothing 
is positively known save that he was the 
hired “ roller man” of the Keno” gamb- 
ling concern, of which Markham was one 
ofthe proprietors. Nor is anything pos- 
itively known of the origin of the di- 
culty, though it seems to be universally 
understood that it grew out of the determi- 
nation of Simons to quit rolling“ for the 
“Keno” players, which determination 
Markham, his employer, bitterly opposed. 
When che rencontre began, by Markham 
assaulting Simons, the spectators thought 
they were “‘scuffling merely for fun,“ or 
playing make-believe of afight.’’ Soon, 
however, it was diseovered that they were 
in earnest; the parties clinched, and,after 


mons falling on top. While in this posi- 
tion, Simons, according to several of the 
bystanders, with his knee resting on 
Markham’s chest, his left hand grasping 
his collar, was heard to say: I do not 
intend to hurt you, nor shall you kill me 
—at the same time feeling about Mark- 
ham’s person, as if looking for, or trying 
to get hold of, his (Markham’s) pistol. At 
this moment two of Markham’s sons came 
running up, and one of them presenting 
a pistol at Simons, ordered him to get off 
his father—accompanying the order with 
“a threat Of instant death. At this point 
the evidence is somewhat conflicting; but 
it seems to be certain that Simons obeyed 
young Markham’s order; that he got up, 
and, while endeavoring to retreat. within 
the hotel hard by, was fired on by the 
elder, Markham with 4 pistol, the ball 
from which taking effect in his breast, 
caused his death within twenty minutes, 

No arrest was made until the next day, 
when, subsequent to the Coroner’s in- 
quest, young Arthur Markham, who 
came up during the fight (but not the one 
who presented the pisto] at Simons,) was 
arrested as accessory to the homicide~ 
his father and elder brother having mean- 
while absconed. This is a bare outline of 
the leading facts in the case, as developed 
by the testimony before the Coroner's 
jury. Simons, it seems, had a cane in his 
hand during the fight or scuffle, and, 
though it was not hefore the jury 
that he used it, yet Markham’s friends, 
we hear, claim that he did, and, further-
